We, the Colorado Teachers College Band, de¬ 
sire to herein present our qualifications for 
possible membership into Kappa Kappa Si, 
National Honorary Band Fraternity. 
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THE COLORADO TEACHERS COLLEGE 


A Complete History of the Institution 

The fortieth birthday of Colorado Teachers College was cele¬ 
brated on October 10, 1930. Dr. George Willard Frasier,, her 
fourth president, a possessor of honorary degrees and national 
reputation as an educator, announced that for more than a score 
of years Colorado Teachers College has enjoyed national reputa¬ 
tion. 

% Plans for the founding of this prosperous institution were 

laid in 1888; the corner stone of her first structure was laid 
in 1890; and by the efforts of A. Ek. Copeland, A. E. Gipson, and 
Ex-Governor Eaton the task of putting her in running order was 
soon completed. 

In the latter "eighties" money was not overly plentiful any¬ 
where in the country. But on April 1, 1889 Governor J. A. Cooper 
signed a bill providing the first forty acres for the Teachers• 
College campus, and stating that the first building must cost not 
less than $25,000. 

Our many buildings erected since that time were financed by 
liberal public subscriptions, three gifts of $500 each from the 
three Greeley banks, and additional state aporopriations. 

The high national rating that Colorado Teachers College is 
now given was earned by her rapid increasing numbers, her choice 
educators, and the numbef of her students who later became suc¬ 
cessful teachers. 

The reauirements for admission into Teachers College were 
very high from the start. Her present requirements are: 

1. Graduation from an accredited high school, 

2. The prescribed units for admission must be met. 

3. An intelligence test, an English test, and an achievement 

test must be passed by each candidate with at least a set 

minimum score. 

The Teachers College campus was planned by a landscape 
artist from Cornell University. It is called by many the most 
beautiful campus in Colorado * The yearbook is one of the finest 
in the state and is called the "Cache la Poudre." 

.. The music department had its beginning in 1891 as a result 

of the fruitful efforts of John N, Whiteman. In 1901 the de¬ 
partment was added to and another instructor, William J. Stiffey, 
was apoointed. 

The Conservatory of Music was organized in 1917 under the 
able direction and supervision of John C. Kendel, who is at 
present head of music instruction in the Denver public schools, 
j. DeForest Cline is now director of the Conservatory and has 
been for the past eight years.

4. Rural Education: two or four year course--two year course 
allows limited certificate. 
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G-. Educational Psychology - J. P. Heilman, Department Head.
